DISCORD AND HARMONY OF OPINION. 

Prof. Swing preached yesterday morning at 
the Central Church, taking as bis text: 

One man esteemeth one day above another, an- 
other esteemeth every day alike. Let every man 
pe tally persuaded in his own mind. —Aomuns. 

As far back as when Paul hved, society had 
begun to be embarrassed by the variety of its 
ideas. Men equally sivcere and thougbtful did 
not reach the same conclusions as to truth and 
duty. While one good man, following his 
premises to their conclusions, was keeping one 
day as a holy day in each week, another good 
map, following all the premises of which he 
knew anything, was keeping all the days as be- 
ing equally worldly and sacred. Instead of for- 
bidding either man from holding his opinion, 
instead of putting to death either one of these 
reasoners, Paui declared that both must be let 
alone, if they held their opinions in all honesty 
and without self-injury or injury to their neigh- 
bors. 

That vatiety of thought which had become a 
disturbing force in the days of the Apostie, is 

present iu the earth to-day in much greater 
dimensions, und furnishes us with one of the 
probletis of our age. While truth is itself one, 
yet man cannot always find this one essence; 
but, on the opposite, it is his fate to be deceived 
by a thousand resemblances, and to love these 
under the impression that they are the thing 
resembled. In most instances the absolute 
truth is in the possession of only God. It may 
de that this thought formed_a part of the ex- 
clamation of the French preacher, God orly 
is Great.“ Man knows not only but little, but 
he knows badly that little. Man’s information 
so often conflicts with itself that it must be ad- 
mitted that many of the so-called wise men 
would figure very humbly could it be known 
what an element of folly was bound up in 


their wisdom. 

The reflections which I wish to offer this morn- 
ing result indeed from the state of society at 
large, but more particularly from that effort 
made a few days since to assemble the clergy of 
this city for a consultation as to the best means 
of securing a Sunday of rest, and order, and 
morality. It would seem that the good inten- 
tions of that assemblage were slain, or are in 
danger of being slain, by the variety of ideas 
held by the variety of men. Reading the re- 
marks of the multiform group, embracing minds 
from the most rigid Calvinistic school and from 
the most liberal Unitarian school and one can- 
not but wonder what. will become of the com- 
mon people iv thofe long years which must pase 
before such a discord of opinion can possibly be 
biended into any perfect concord, If the 
common people, in whose behalf a better 
Sunday is debated and hoped for, are 
to wait until fifty clergymen, from 
ten different denominations, can all delineate the 
same form of a Sanday, then may God have 
mercy upon the common people in the endless 
meantime. For that variety of thougbt which 
had become visible in Paul's period has become 
larger since, and what was then a rivulet has be- 
come a majestic river. 

‘Mark how rapidly grows the variety of human 
preference! The temple of discord is yearly 
enlarged, and yet it could pee? come to pass 
that the temple of concord should have an equal 
growth and should reveal even a greater hight 
and breadth, and a sublime architecture. Let 
us note first the fact that the discord of opinion 
increases. | 

We sbould have expected such a multiplica- 
tion of ideas, for as the growth of man is 
the growth also of his thoughts, we should 
have premised that these recent centuries 
which have so enlarged the number of 
great individuals should have added equally 
to the common bulk of dogmas, and opin- 
ions, and sentiments. When liberty and public 
education come, with their powers to grow a 
multitude of thinking minds, with such arrival 
must come the increased crop of things thought 
of, and dreamed of, and hoped for. In times 
of general stupor, or general ignorance, one 
mind in power can do the thinking for a million 
2 and for a century of time; but when 

bose times come which grow individuals, then 
opinions grow, and the gates of the Temple of 
Discord fly open. Old despots knew that the 
more ce the more peace, because in a 
land of ignorance and inaction one thought or 
idea would suppiy the whole population. What 
we see in the department of physical invention 
we see in the department of spiritual instru- 
ment and machines. Before the world was 
waked up it was satisfied with one form of plow,

It should reconcile us all to this struggle in 
religion with a variety of f that such 
variety always attends the highest civilization. 
If unity had in the past attached itself to the 
greatest states, and varying forms of thought 
bad marked savage tribes, we might well feel 
that our discord wero a dreadful misfortune; 
but when we perceive that this variety which 
seem so full of embarrassment for rood men has 
been an attendant always of man in his highest 
estate, we may well conclade it forms «a 
part of the plan of the Creator, 
disease or a misfortune. As w 
despotism dissolved to make room tor multi- 
tudes of individuals, as, when the Papal rule 
dissolved to make room for the free opinions of 
many sects, there was good and not 
iil in the new diversity; 0 in the many- 
sided thoughts of our ave there is a good 
come or coming, veiled now indeed, but destined 
to throw off its mask, and be at last a loved 
part of our civilizations That good may pos- 
sibly be of this natures,—that God being the ab- 
solute unity, He being in. possession of the sole 
fact, all these manifold imagiaings of man may 
be so many steps toward final goal. God 
alone knows what is he government, 
whether it be that of a kingdom or of a repub- 
lic, or He alone knows when the time shall have 
come to a people for more or less of liberty, and, 
this being so, ali these theories held on earth 
may be the tentative steps of man

Having now noted that as society advances 
is compelled to witness or contend with a larger 
body of ideas, it becomes a practical question, 
What must good men do in the midst of this 
discord? When twenty clergymen meet to con- 
sult about a Sunday reform or a temperance 
reform, or when a8 maby statesmen meet to 
discuss questions of capital or labor, or when 
as many Christian scholars meet to ask what 
are the doctrines of Christ? what is the way 
of salvation? what is the most they eau do in 
the face. diversity_of view which will 
arise the 7 shal) begin to speak! 

o perfect cure of the evil or difficulty can be 
wund; but there certainly are thongbts and 
facts which may forbid that such assemblages 
of good men sbdould dissolve without finding a 
good result, or at least a good hope. 

The thoughts which seem to me of value are 
(1), that we differing men of any and all pursuits 
and professions need never hope for any perfect 
unity of idea again upon questions of public 
weliare. There can be no unity of detailed 
thought ing Sunday, or temperance, or 
creed, or indeed regarding anything iu the moral 
world. When the world widened out ioto em- 
pires, and arts, and literatures, and counted its 
minds by millions, alt perfect harmony of views 
passed away. The naturalists teach us that the 
many species of animals came from a few 
genera; that the varieties of the domestic dog 
sprang from some wild ancestry which were 
brown like the ‘ground, and which could not 
bark; that the many-colored rabbits and man 
colored pigeons are the finai diversity which 
Nature orders forth from a oneness. What a 
beautiful plan is this by which our earth be- 
comes more attractive as the “epochs pass! 
What changes are coming the plamage of 
birds, in the furs of ‘animals, in the size, and 
speed, and beauty of the horse, in the songs of 
the birds? But. when you hgve marked these 
amazing and delightful amplifications and en- 
richments do not fail to mark also this, that 
Nature vever reverses her order, and never 
chases these birds and varied animals back again 
to the upity from which they sprang. She will 
never make the many colored doves fly back 
again toward the original wild bird, and hide all 
their write and biue, = purple and pink, and 
drab plumage in that ‘Gull tone which was 
on the mother bird ten thousand years ago. 
Once out, the variety is out forever. 

So of human dogma and conviction. Time 
was when there may have been but one opinion 
about King, or money, or labor, or wine, or 
Sunday, but these single opinions, like the wild 
pigeon, have divided up iato new classes. They 
have put on new colors of plumage, and no 
earthly power will ever chase these variegated 
thoughts back into that narrow compass they 
knew when the earth was young. Once there 
was one wild rose. It had little beauty and had 
no perfume. But it served as a base of rose- 
life. Now there are hundreds of roses of every 
imaginable tint and fra ; but not all the 
potentates, and laws, and armies iu the world

An indefinite kind of Sunday may 
defective, but a rigid Puritanic 8 y is 
equally laughable, because there is no man left 
to observe it, not even the ove who promulges 
the idea. That convention of the many secta- 
rian clergymen was a goodly scene, because the 
fact that they met indicates that philanthropic 
men are attempting to find what they may pos- 
sess in common for the immediate use of the 
public. It tells us that there are signs in the 
air that we must no longer hope fora harmony 
of opinion, but must find some ove detail of 
harmonious action. 
Tnat conference disclosed this fact, that the 
so-called orthodox party confesses itself unable 
to meet the world’s need without the assistance 


ries, nitarians and 
Universalista, as though it were able, single- 
banded, to mark out the paths of public morals, 
but it has liyed to see the Sunday, and temper- 
ance, and many shapes of morals go backward 
in the very cities where this most exact theol- 
ov has most asserted itself and most loved its 
isolation. At last its self-confidence partly fails, 
and it confesses the moral power of a more lib- 
eral Christianity, and asks its assistance in seek- 
ing a Sunday that shall close the Jram-shop, 
and shall open some gate to some new and bet- 


ter attraction. 

If, as I think, it is true that orthodoxy is bend- 
ing that it may flud some unity in the variety of 
religious opinion, 5 should liberal Chris- 
tianity bend aud ask itself bow far it may 
modily its personal views thatit may not lose the 
assistance of so powerful an ally as the whole 
Evangelical Church? Group together these 
Churthes,—Presbrterian, Methodist, Baptist, 
Cc nal, Episcopal, and Catbolic—and 

make up a powerful group of Generals and 
soldiers. They can throw great armies into the 
field. Whoever should hope to lift up suffer- 
ing humanity without asking the aid of ali these 
heroes of old battlefields would simply show 
how feeble he is in the search of great neans toa 
great end. It is evident that we have come to 
days when all 2 men must ask the aid of 
each other, and by as mach as they do this 
by so much will the car of reform be dragged 


forward.

SUNDAY LAWS. 
SERMON BY DR. RYDER. 

The Rev. W. H. Ryder preactied last evening 
before a large congregation; in St. Paul's Uni- 
versalist Church, taking for his theme, San- 
day Laws and Observances.” Following is the 
sermon: 

And upon the first day of the week, when the 
disciples came fogether to break bread, Paul 
1 ready to depart on the morrow A 

The leading facts in reference to the observ- 
ance of Sunday, so far as they relate tog our 
present discussion, are these: 

First—The Jews kept the Sabbath with great 
care, chefly distinguished, however, dy absti- 
nence from work. The rule of observance was 
binding upon all who resided within the limits 
of the State. The Jewish Sabbath was Satur- 
day, or the seventh day of the week. 

Second—The references ia the Bible to the 
Sabbath, unless otherwise specially mentioned 
as the “ first day of the week,“ are to Saturday. 
and not to Sunday. The commandment, “ Re- 
member the Sabbath Day, to keep it holy,“ and 
all like requirements in the Old Testament, so 
far as they relate to any particular day, refer 
specially to Saturday. 

Third—The early Christians, mostly converts 
from Judaism, had been accustomed to the 
observance of Saturday as the day of worship; 
but soon after the resurrection of Christ, in 
commemoration of that great event, v 
changed the day upon which their meetings had 
been held from Saturday to Sunday; that is, 
from the seventh to the first day of eek. 
And from that time to this, tbroumbout all 
Christendom, Sunday bas been the f specially 
set apart by Christians for purposes ol religious 
instruction and for physical rest.

His report to-day was 
very general in its character, not being devoted 
to the advocacy of any particular route, but 
rather to give an estimate of the bearings 
of the enterprise as a whole, and 
to make clear the fact, which some of the mem- 
bers of the Congress are apt to overlook, that 
the United States will necessarily be the largest 
gainer by the Inter-Oceanic Canal, no matter 
what route may be adopted.

THE BRICKMAKERS, 


The brickmakers to the namber of about 300 as- 
sembled yesterday afternoon in the hall of the 
Seamen’s Union, No. 99 West Randolph street. 
The objects of the meeting were to consider the 
best methods of promoting the Eight-Hour law 
and to perfect the organization of a Union. 
Speeches were made for about two hours in Eu- 
glish and German, the principal English speaker 
being a Mr. Dunne, who delivered one of the 
most sensible harangues ever heard in a work- 
ingmen’s meeting. He said that when he, 
who was not a brickmaker, bad been invited to 
address the meeting, ne had asked the Chair- 
man why they could not find speakers among 
their own number. The answer was that they 
bad men who could speak, but they were not 
able to be dressed decently enough to appear in 

ubdlic. On this account be was ashamed of 
— The clothes he had on only cost $11, and 
he felt called upon to be heartily ashamed of 
men, who worked six days in the week and 
could not save that amount. He then gave 
bis hearers some sound advice regard- 
ing strikes. He said that there were 
50,000 wage-workers in this city who received 
$1.50 per day. A general strike of these men 
involved a daily loss of $75,000, and this was a 
loss which fell directly on the working-classes, 
and not upog their employers. Before talking 
of a strike they must count up the cost and see 
how long it would take to make up the loss oc- 
casioned bv a few dave’ strike. 

In conclusion, he said that the ballot-box was 
the only method by which they could reach a 
general adoption of the eight-hour system.

House Bill 286, amending Sec. 216 of the Rev- 
enue law, was called up and passed. This bill 
amends Sec. 216 of Chap. 120 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1874entitled “Revenue,” This bill 
provides: 

Sec. 216. Thereafter no purchaser, or Assig nee 
of such purchaser, of any land., town or city lot. at 
any sale of lands, or lots, for taxes or special as- 
— due either to the State or county, or in- 
corporated town or city withim tad same, or at any 
sale for taxes and levies otherwise, by the laws of 
this State, shall be entitled to a deed for lands or 
lots so purchased until the following conditions 
have been complied with, to wit: Such purchaser 
or Assignee shall serve, or cause to be served, & 
written or printed, or partly written or partly 
printed, notice of such purchase on every poses 
in actual On Or occupancy of such land or 
lot; also, the person in whose pame the same was 
taxed or specially assessed, if, upon diligent in- 
quiry, he or she can ve found in the county: also. the 
owners of or parties interested iu said land or lot, if 
they can, upon diligent inquiry, be found in the 
county, at least three months before the expiration 
of the time of redemption on such sale; in which 
notice he shall state when he purchased the land 
or low in whose name taxed, the descrivtion of the 
land or lot he has purchased, for what year taxed 
or specially assessed; and, when the time of re- 
demption will expire, if no person is in pussession 
or occupancy of such land or lot, and the person 
in whose name the same was taxed or specially as- 
seseed, after diligent inquiry, cannot be found in 
the county, or the owners of, or parties interested 
in said land or lot, upon diligent inquiry, cannot 
be found in the county, then such person, or 
his Assignee, shall publish such notice 
in some pewspaper ted in such county; 
and it no newspaper is prin 
said county, then in the newspaper tnat is pub- 
lished in this State nearest to the county seat of 
the county in which such jand or lot is situated, 
which notice sha!) be inserted three times, the first 
time not more than five months, and tne last time 
not less than three months, before the time of re- 
demption shall expire: Provided, however, that if 
the owners of said land or lot. or the parties inter- 
ested therein, cannot be found im the county, 
and the person in the actual occupancy is ten- 
ant to, or is in possession under the owner or party 
interested therein, then service of said notice upon 
such tenant or occupant shall be deemed service 
upon the owner or party interested: And, provid- 
ed further, that if the owners or parties interested 
are unknown to such purchaser or his Assignee, 
then the said pubiication, as to them, may be to 
the unknown owner or parties interested. 

THE NEW MORTGAGE LAW. 

The new law in relation to trust-deeds and 
mortgages has not received the attention it de- 
mands by the press of the State. It originated 
m the Senate, has passed both Houses, and has 
been approved by the Governor, and will de- 
come a law on July 1 next. The following is the 
full text of this act: . 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of the 
State of Iiltnois, represented iu the General As- 
semoly, bat no real estate within this State shall 
be suld by virtue of any power of sale contained 
in any mortgage, trust-deed, or other conveyance 
im the nature of a mortgage executed after the 
taking effect of this act; but all such mortgages, 
trust-deeds, or other convevances in the nature of 
a mortgage é6bhall only be foreciosed in the manner 
provided for forecl mortgages, containing a0 
power of sale, and no real, estate shall be sold to 
satisfy any such mortgage, trust-deed, or other 
conveyance in the nature of a mortgage except in 
pursuance of a judgment or decree of a court of 
competent jurisdiction, 


and sale mortgages;

It may be evaded by making 
such renewals before July 1, if the debtors and 
creditors can agree to such an arrangement.

POLYGAMY IN UTAH. 

If President Harm and his good wife were 
to visit Utah temmorrow, and the decent 
people of Salt Lake City should undertake 
to show their respect for their distinguished 
guests by a public demonsjration, it is not 
likely that it would be one-tenth as imposing 
and consequential as the Mormon meeting 
and procession in honor of one of their 
number who recently defied Federal author- 


ity. A member of the Mormon Church was 


asked some questions while he was giving 
his testimony under oath in the United 
States District Court a few days sgo in re- 
gard to what took place in the Endowment 
House,—a sort of sanctum sanctorum where 


spiritual marriages are performed,—and ba- 


cause he refused to answer and. reveal the 
secrets of the Mormon priesthood he was 
sent to jailfor two days as a punishment 
for contempt. After suffering this mild 
martyrdom he was released from prison, and 
his co-religionists—or rather his co-fanatics, 


for religion is too sacred an idea to be men- 


tioned in the same breath with the 
Mormon system—got up a monster mass- 
meeting and procession for two objects: (1) 
To properly recognize the fidelity of the re- 
caleitrant witness to the Mormon faith and 
to glorify him for the same, and (2) to man- 
ifest their contempt for the Federal author- 
ity in the most unmistakable and insulting 
manner, These two objects were fittingly 
celebrated by the largest assemblage ever 
seen in Salt Lake City on any occasion,—no 
less than ten thousand persons joining in the 
procession, which was furnished with all the 
banners, devices, mottoes, music, and para- 
phernalia incid-nt to the success of an éxhi- 
bition of that kind. 

It was only last winter that the Mormon 
women of Salt Lake City beld an immense 
mass-meeting in the theatre of the Saints,— 
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this in an „ unsealed ” condition, 
seats in the dress-circle of Heaven, according 
to the Latter-Day programme, being reserved 


for practical gamiste and their wives. 
L sig well as the one of the 


martyred Mizzs, is cited merely to show how 
tenaciously those strange zealots adhere to 


the fanaticism that they have espoused, and 


to raise the question: When will polygamy 
be eradicated from Utah, and this twin relic 
of barbarism with chattel slavery be wiped 
out from our civilization forever ? 

Every intelligent person is familiar with 
the rise and progress of the Mormon delu- 
sion in this country, and the peeuliar oiroum- 
stances of the settlement of Utah by these 
ignorant and deluded people. Polygamy 
was not taught at Kirtland, 0., where their 
first tents were pitched, by Sm Rino, 
Joanen Surrn, Liman Cowpzry, and others, 
not was it tolerated at Nauvoo, in 
this State, While Josep Smite was 
its principal apostle and law-giver. 
But away in the wilds of the limitless West, 
hemmed in by the arid deserts and mountain 
fastnesses of Utah, after the violent death of 
their first Prophet and the accession of 
Brrenam Youne to the head of the Church, 
this mew and seductive revelation was in- 
corporated into their religious system. No 
doubt but that Youna and his followers 
imagined and intended at the time to locate 
themselves m New Mexico, and were sur- 
prised to afterwards that the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States still extended over 
their settlement, and that the enlightened 
civilization and the moral force of CObristian 
institutions still protested. against their 

For a long time we only knew what was 
going on in Utah from hearsay, and we were 
kind enough to hberally discount the stories 
of murder and massacre that came to our 
willing ears on the weird west wind. 
Scnvrier Corax and Horace Grerrry bad 
taken trips Across the Continent,” stopped 
at Salt Lake, and told us what they could 
learn of Mormonism while eating their 
dinners, and taking in 5100 a lect- 


ure and expenses paid. After awhile 


Utah was organized as a Territory, Baiagam 
Youne appointed Governor, and a Delegate 
—a Mormon polygamist of course—was 
sent to look after its interests in Congress. 
Still later the Pacific Railroad was built, 
which fringed the Territory within thirty 
miles of the Mormon Capital. Federal 


Courts were established, and Gentile Judges | 


appointed who were sworn to execute the 
laws; an anti-Mormon was appointed 
Governor in place of BMM Youne, and 
then trouble commenced. There was a 
serious schism in the Church of the Latter- 
Day Saints, led by Goar and others, who 
op polygamy, and who were encour- 
aged to take a bold stand against the ac- 
cursed practice in the face of Bricuau 
Youne by the presence of a Governor and 
Feberal officers, and by the presence of a 
regiment of well-drilled soldiers at Camp 
Douglas, which overlooks the town, and 
whose guns command the Mormon Taber- 
necle in a manner that would afford the 
gunners fine target practice. Visitors 
flocked by thousands to California, and 
most of them stayed a few days at Salt 
Lake. They boldiy said what they pleased 
about the Mormon heresy, and argued 
the case with their preachers and prophets 
face to face. They carried away reports 
that the delusion was rapidly disintegrating 
in the bright glare of our progressive civil- 
ization, even as a bit of quigklime falls to 
pieces under a summer shower. Laws were 
passed by Congress looking to the eradica- 
tion of this corroding evil, and religious and 
other conventions fulminated their severest 
anathemas against it. Then Baieguam Youne 
died, and we were assured that a crisis had 
indeed arisen in the Mormon Church that it 
could never survive. 


But we are only beginning to learn some- 
thing of its vitality and wonderful tenacity 
of life. H the mherent viciousness of the 
system exeites our wonder and disgust, so 
does the enthusiasm of its followers chal- 
lenge our admiration, bad as the cause is in 
which ‘they are engaged. Ignorance and 
superstition are both the necessary ingre- 
dients of a delusion like theirs. 

We do not look for any rapid extinction of 
Mormonism in Utah either by the supremacy 
of an antagonistic population or by the rigid 


execution of the laws against the practice of 


polygamy, nor yet by the conversion of the 
Mormons to the methods of Christian 
thought and practice. Mr. Cannon, the 
Delegate from Utah, goes to Washington 
every winter to take his seat in Congress, 
and draw his per diem from the Treasury of 
the nation which is supplied from the pock- 
ets of taxpaying Christian people. True, he 
hag three wives at home ; but he only takes 
one of them to the Federal Capital, and the 
same one each session, probably as a rebuke 
to some of his associates in Congress who 
profess to eschew polygamy. If Cannon 
should take all three of his wives to Wash- 
ington ata time, and Congressmen should 
make a fuss about it, he might invoke the 
application of the same rule which the 
Savior made in a certain case when he in- 
vited those who were without sin to cast 
‘he first stone.“ The Mormon Delegate 
might escape a pelting in Washington under 
those circumstances; but a higher standard 
of morality than isin vogue there imperions- 
ly demands the expulsion of this man from 
his seat in Congress. That is the first. step 
towards publicly branding this institution as 
a plague-spot and as the Burning Shame of 
our boasted civilization. 
— 
OUR INDIAN RELATIONS. 

It is very much to be hoped that the decis- 

ion of Judge Dunpy, directing the release

of the laws by which our intercourse with 
aud management of Indian tribes is gov- 
erned, Although so much is said of the ne-

difference what degree of civilization an In-

For many years the Ponces. had lived

built themselves houses, cultivated crops, | 


acquired property or all kinds,—in fact, had 
become givilized, and were useful citizens. 

No authority can be found for the Govern- 
ment requiring them to give up their homes, 


nor for its removing them to the Indian Ter- 


ritory. This actiqn of the Government re- 
garding them was without law, and in abso- 
lute violation of the agreement which had 
been made with them. The removal of the 
Poncas from their homes was as unjust as it 
would be to require the Six Nations in Cen- 
tral New Yorkto move tothe Indian Territory, 
and it would be equally as just to place Col. 
Parxer, Chief of the Six Nations, formerly 
Aide-de-Camp on the staff of Gen. Grant and 
afterwards Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
under his Administration, in the custody of 
the Indian Bureau, es it would to refuse 
Stanpive Bran his liberty. The latter is as 
competent to take care of himself in an 
humble way as the former, and certainly he 
possesses as clear a comprehension of the 
duties he. owes to civil authority as most 
ordinary white men. 

The United States have always treated the 
Indians as a conquered people. The laws 
enacted. by Congress for their government 
are based golely upon the idea that they are 
savages, and that such laws were necessary 
not only for the protection of our frontier 
population but for that of the Indians them- 
selves. It is time now to recognize the fact 
that many Indians have become civilized, and 
that for the government of such these laws 
are both unwise and unjust. Means should 
be devised by which an Indian, when he has 
attained the necessary degree of civilization, 
shall be released from the arbitrary control 
of the Indian Bureau, and allowed all the 
rights and immunities of afree man. The 
Habeas Corpus act, as defined by Judge 
Dunpy, it is true, granta him these rights; 
but as Indian reservations are usually located 
at points far removed from civil authority, 
the Indian is practically denied all rights 
under this act. If the principle which per- 
vades Judge Dunpy’s decision, whatever may 
be said of some of its details, is sustained, 
and the Indian can feel that in abandoning 


his savage life and becoming civilized. he 


can be protected by the same laws which 
protect the white man, it will probably do 
far more to accomplish the result for which 
the Indian Bureau professes to be working, 
and which the Government certainly desires, 
than a continuance of the present system. 
—— 
THE ISTHMUS CANAL. 

The sessions of the International Canal 
Congress in Paris begin to assume more in- 
terest than any of their predecessors, as the 
discussions now indicate that the Congress 
may decide favorably upon the route advo- 
cated by the representatives from the United 
States, Rear-Admiral Danren, Awwen and 
Engineer Mznocat, also of our navy. The 
New York Herald, which has given great at- 
tention to the projects of this inter-oceanic 
canal, prints a description of the seven dif- 
ferent routes that are under consideration by 
the Congress, from which we condense such 


facts as will enable our readers to understand 


its proceedings. 

The first route is known as the Atrato- 
Napipi, and was surveyed by American offi- 
cers m 1871 and 1875.. It commences at the 
Gulf of Uraba, ascends the Atrato River, 
crosses to the Napipi, and then descends 
throngh the Dagnado to a point on the 
Pacific known as Chiri-Chiri, The principal 
objections urged to this route are the num- 
ber of locks, twenty-two, the tunnel 6 kilo. 
metres in length (a kilometre being five. 
eighths of a mile), and the inadequate depth 
of water at the Pacific terminus. The esti- 
mated cost is $99,000,000, and time for com- 
pletion nine years. The second route starts 
from the same point as the Atrato-Napipi, 
aud when it leaves the Atrato follows a 
series of rivers and small lakes, finding its 
terminus in the Gulf of San Miguel. It is 
much shorter than thé first route and does 
not necessitate a tunnel ; but its objection is 
the difficulty that arises from two different 
systems of water supply. Its costis esti- 
mated at $130,000,000; time for completion, 
twelve years. The third route follows the 
first two very closely, It starts at Acanti 
and ends in the Gulf of San Miguel, with a 
total length of only 125 kilometres, but it 
involves a tunnel seventeen kilometres in 
length. Its estimated cost is 5120,00, 000; 
time for completion, twelve years. The sec- 
ond and third are known as the Central 
Darien routes. The fourth, the Darien 
route, crosses the Isthmus of Darien at its 
narrowest point, commencing at the Bay of 
San Blas, and, tunneling under the mountain 
range, terminates in the Gulf of Panama, 


‘The actual length of the canal is only forty- 


two kilometres, but sixteen of these com- 
prise an immense tunnel under the mount- 
ains, capable of accommodating the laryest 
vessels. The fifth and sixth routes are sub- 
stantially the same, both leaving Navy Bay 
aud terminating in the Gulf of Panama, 
crossing’the two departments of Colon and 
Panama in the State of Panama. The only 
difference between them is a slight de- 
flection on the Pacific side which adds 
a mile to the length of one of them. 
They follow the line of the Panama 
Railway Company, which would have to be 
paid a heavy indemnity, as its franchise se- 
cures to it the monopoly of transportation 
across that part of the isthmus. The fifth 
route will involve a canal seventy-two kilo- 
metres in length and twenty-five locks. The 
cost is estimated at $96,000,000, and the 
time for completion’ six years. The sixth 
will be one kilometre longer, and includes a 
tunnel six kilometres long. The cost and 
time for completion are about the same as 
those of the fifth. : 

The ings in the Congress on Satur- 
day last indicate that the seventh or Nicara- 
gua route, which was strongly advocated by 
Admiral Ammen and Engineer MznocaL, may 
be adopted, as nearly all the experts in the 
Congress favor it. of this date the Herald 
says: 

It traverses Missa int Costa Riea, in Cen- 
tral America, leaving the Atlantic at Greytown ana 
ascending the River san Juan into the Lake of 
Nicaragua, and thence by a series of 
locks and the Rio Grande River into the Pacific at 
Brito. The total distance to be traversed is 202 
miles, Of which 195 will) have to bea canal.

THE HURON & ONTARIO SHIP-CANAL. 

The Huron & Ontario Ship-Canal, by 
which it is proposed to connect the Georgian 
Bay with Lake Ontario at or near Toronto, 
thus avoiding the circuitous route by the St. 
Clair Flats and the Welland Canal, has been 
before the country for nearly a quarter of a 
century. It is a great and expensive work, 
and that it has not been built does not prove 
that it will not be built, or that the com- 
merce of the American Continent would not 
be greatly benefited by its construction. 
Our Canadian neighbors are a slow-moving 
people; but when they once take hold of a 
project in right good earnest they stick to 
it doggedly till it is accomplished. 
It must be conceded that there 
is genuine merit in the enterprise 
or it could not have been kept before the 
public for nearly a quarter of a century. 
During this time several reports, all of them 


indorsing the project most cordially, have 


been made in the Ontario Parliament. The 
most eminent engineers in England and this 
country have declared it to be entirely 
feasible, and the ablest business-men in this 
country and in Canada have given very de- 
cided opinions as to its great value to the 
commerce of the great food-producing States 
of the Union and to the Dominion of Canada. 
In a recent report of a Special Committee of 


the Ontario Parliament, composed of a dozen 


of their best men, they say It would un- 
questionably shorten the route to Europe 
by fully eight hundred miles. In conse- 
quence of this there would be a great saving 
of time, which would be considerably ang- 
mented by the fact that transshipments of 
freight between Chicago or Milwaukee and 
Liverpool would be entirely avoided.” Many 
other advantages are named, and, in fact, it 
is about impossible to enumerate all the 
benefits that would accrue to Canada and 
the Northwestern States by the completion 
of this great enterprise. Let any one com- 
pare the route of a vessel from the Georgian 
Bay to Toronto for a distance of a hundred 
miles, and only forty of that being close 
canal navigation, the other sixty through 
Lake Simcoe and the Valleys of the 
Nottawasaga, the Holland, and the 
Humber Rivers, with the course 
of that ship by the Detroit River, the St, 
Clair, and Lake Erie, and the Welland Canal, 
and he will see at a glance how great is the 
advantage which the direct route to Toronto 
has over the roundabout way by Lake Erie. 
Of course the great expense of the work 
has delayed its construction. When first 
surveyed in 1855 by Krvas Torr, with Col. 
R. B. Mason as consulting engineer, it was 
estimated to cost $22,000,000. The great 
outlay was required south of Lake Simcoe, 
where a cut of 197 feet was required through 
the ridges in order to feed the summit from 
Lake Simcoe. The rise in labor and 
materials subsequently increased the esti- 
mate to $40,000,000 ; but it is now proposed 
to surmount this summit in part by 
a hydraulic lift lock, which competent en- 
gineers declare would reduce the cost to 
$20,000,000. This is a large sum, it is true; 
but most of those who have carefully 
studied the relations of tlie work to the vast 
and rapidly-growing commeres of the teem- 
ing West believe that it would be well and 
most profitably employed by the construc- 
tion of this canal. Let the Canadians build 
it,—the sooner the better,—and the West 
will give it all the business it can possibly 
do. Not only the food-producing States of 
the West, but England's hungry millions, 
would be benefited in a corresponding ratio.

For the Tribune, 
In entering Arizona from the California side, 
at Fort Yuma, you are at ouce impressed that 
the man who wrote The Earthly Paradise” 
did not live here. What with the half-clad or 
‘*no-clad * relics of the receding Lumas, and 
the squalid condition bordering such associa- 
tions, you are reminded of Paradise Lost.“ 
Fort Yume has two or three comfortable hotels, 
unless you go there in hot weather. And, to 
avoid that, you had better not go there at all. 
I noticed a doleful lack of churches in this 
town, and learned that «most of the citizens 
belong to that persuasion who have come to be- 
lieve that there is no danger of going to any 
hotter climate than Yuma. Some of them cite 
an instance, for the truth of which I have no 
authority. They say that a soldier who was not, 
a very good boy died there, and it was known 
that he did not take his camp outfit with him. 
Weeks after, it is said, he was noticed bunting 
round his old quarters for his cast-off hlanket. 
It is 
PRETTY HOT N YUMA. 
Yet this old town is romantically situated, 
near the confluence of the Gila with the 
Colorado River. You instantly pardon the 
muddy and distorted face of this old river when 
you remember the tossing and struggling it has 
had in reaching you through hundreds of miles 
of the grandest canyons of the world. This is 
all that is left of that wild, wild sea Which for 
ages blayed with the now snow-capped peaks of 
the Rockies and Sierra Nevadas, until their up- 
heaval tipped this great sea to its north and 
south basin. And this Gila, coming in from the 
east, though far less pretentious, brings the 
waste waters of the westerly and southwesterly 
portions of this great Territory. And it seems s 
pity that one drop of water should leave 
this dry, desolate region. The great lack in 
Arizona is water. Millions of acres of other- 
wise fertile lands, must ever remain a 
waste, unless some climatic change shall bring 
water. Perhaps some enterprising . Yankee 
will attend to this aftera little. There is no 
reason Why the valley of this river, varying 
from one to six miles in width, and 200 miles in 


length, should not prove wonderfully product- 
ive. This valley, and that of the Salt River, 
may be largely supplied with water from the 
rivers from which they take their name, But 
many of the streams of Arizona seem born to 


flow unseen and 
WASTE THEIR WATERS UNDERGROUND. 


The Santa Crouz, coming in from the Sonora 
County,—from the old Town of Tubec, some 
fifty miles southwesterly from Tucson,—shows 
itself at intervals in that distance. After it 
leaves Tucson it shows itself for a mile or two, 
and then disappears forever, and is supposed to 
enter the Gila somewhere in the region of Mari- 
copa Wells. 

This Gila River, thonghinsi¢nificant now, was 
not always so harmless. Traces of its youthful 
fury bang along its alluvial walls a thousand 
feet above its present quiet fiow. And what 
strikes you as so strange here is, that, while 
this river flows fora hundred miles through a 
bed of lava, in many places along the rim of 
this valley, where the lava has yielded to the 
elements, it shows underneath the continuation 
of this rich river-bottom. How did this lava get 
here? I find it very much easier to ask than to 
aus wer this question. But, from a somewhat 
careful stady of the numerous breaks in this 
lava-cropping, I am confident that rich, fertile 
soils lifted a wide expanse of spring verdure, or 
waved on its broad bosom the scented barvests 
of the Semi-Tropics, until this mantle of lava 

SMOTHERED ITS LIFE AWAY. 

If I stand alone in this conclusion, it will be 
very difficult to prove these reflections unfaith- 
ful to the evidences which meet the thinker 
in these wonderful fields. Each mile east ward 
confirms me in this impression. At a ‘listance 
from Yuma by the river, say from 150 to 175 
miles, this lava-deposit comparatively disa 

At this point we are on the easterly 
side of what is known as the desert, and at an 
altitude of from 800 to 1,000 feet. East of you 
there is little, if any, lava for many miles. But 
all around us, for a radius of from fifteen to 
twenty miles, are these crags of 8 80 
irregularly adjusted that you fancy they were 
just set up, while all dripping with leva, to 
cool, and to watch the ruin of their bosom-com- 
panions so quickly melted or blown away, Is 
not this the old crater? From this poiut the 
lava-flow started westerly toward the Colorado, 
until, from ite unknown depth at this place, it 
has diminished at Gila City, twenty-five miles 
east of Yuma, to the thickness of but a few 
inches, and finally disappears except as 4 float- 
lava. 

Passing the confinence of the Salt with the 
Gila River, we leave them both flowing through

“ CASA GRANDE.” 

Here we are again in the midst of ruins. Not 
drenched in a lake of fire, yet perbaps suddenly 
destroyed, and without a record.

Though its site is but a short 
distance south of the river, and its altitude but 
a little above the stream, yet its water-supply 
was the work of some engineering «kill.

This ditch must have been capable of car- 
vying a large body of water. é principal 
building now remain in anything like its 
original form is that which ft takes its 
name, “Casa Grande.” This building is per- 
haps 50 by 60 feet, and now shows from three to 
four stories. It was made of the common build- 
ing material of the country, adobe.“ Its walls 
in places are still eight feet in thickness. 
Some of its partition-walis are yet well defined, 
and sufficiently thick to safely seperate ö 
some housebolds.

What Gov. 6 
and What an Intelligent Negro 
Does Know. 


Some Information About Bull- 
dozing. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

New Ortzans, May 16.—1I have been in New 
Orleans just one dey, and during that time 1 
bave talked business with two men. I don’t 
fay this im the way of vain boasting, but I 
would like the good people of Chicago to un- 
derstand that talking business with two men in 
one day in the Gity of New Orleans is 
indicative of a good deal of energy and 
enterprise on the part of the person 
who accomplishes it, and ought to com- 
mand admiration... They have offices in 
New Orleans, political and otherwise; outer 
sigus indicate that these offices are tenanted; 
legends on the door intimate that the construct- 
ive tenants may be found at or between cer- 
tain hours; but, after. having placed my trust 
in these upveracidiis sign-poards (I use a mild 
term in aclimate and amonga people where 
strong language has sometimes serious conse- 
quences), am prepared to assert that office- 
bours bere are either purely fictitious, or else 
they are used to denote the time when aforesaid 
constructive tenants cannot be found within. 
Perhaps 1 should not have been able to talk 
with two men in one day but that one conversa- 
tion was short, and the other was held witha 
colored mag, non-resident in New Orleans, and 
comparatively easy to find because he has no 
office, After 

THE EXPERIENCE OF ONE DAY, 
I have about made up my mind that the quick- 
est way to find people in this city is not to look 
for them at their offices or bouses, but sit quiet- 
ly around at the St. Charles Hotel, or some 
other central place, and wait till they turn up. 

One of the gentiemen I saw was Gov. 
Nicholls. His office-hours, according to the in- 
scription on the door, are from 11 a. m. till 1:30 
p. m. matter of two hours and a half a day, 
whieh one would naturally say even a Governor 
might devote to the people. Gov. Nicholls has 
a doorkeeper and a private secretary, who as- 
sist in keeping up the fiction of office-hours.

1 think this single sentence revealed a good 
deal of the Governor's character. He has the 
reputation of being conservative,—too conserva- 
tive, it is said, to please the people who are his 
constituents. But de is evidently a man who 
would pass for conservative under all condi- 
tions. There is certainly no matter about which 
the Governor of a State ought to be better in- 
formed than a large emigration-movement cal- 
culated to seriously affect the productive re- 
sources of the State. There is certainly no per- 
son in the State who should have more decided 
opinions as to the cause end effect of sucha 
movement, as to its e dimensions, and 
as to the measures which should de taken to 
prevent or check it. Let Gov. Nicholls had 
nothing to say about it. Either be had no in- 
formation and no opinions, or, having them, was 
alraid of offending somebody by giving public 
expression to his thougnts., This would strike

Tes; but inthe North the farmers and the 
laboring classes have enjoyed a reduction in 
rents and taxes, and prices for things which 
they consume, ‘he. n labor nas not bad 
any such ad tax on land in this 
State was twenty-one mills on the dollar a few 
years ago; it isn’t half as much as that to-day, 
und yet the negroes pay just as much rent for 
the ground as they did when taxes were twice 
as high. ‘The land-owners get all the benefit 
and the laborers none from the reduction in 
taxes.“ 

** Did I understand you to say that the mort- 
gages which the planter and the merchant have 
for rent and advances include the personal pos- 
ing implements, ete.,—as well as the growing 
crops?” 

Everything,“ was the reply; and much of 
the hardship of the situation comes from this 
fact. ‘here is a certaia class of merchants all 
through the South,—iargely Jews,—who have 
no mercy, and take the last and smallest article 
in the inventory. I have prepared a ior 
the new Constitution of this State, which I am 
going to introduce to-day. It is in keepmg 
with the suggestion of the Vicksburg Couven- 
tion, and will do much towards relieving the 
colored iaborers from oppression.”’ 

The following is a copy of the section which 
Young seeks to introduce into the new State 
Constitution: 

No mortgage or lien shall de made upon the 
stock, furniture, or farming implente of any per- 
son or persons engaged in or using the same for 
the purpose of making a crop of any kind. It shall 
be the 2 of the Legisiatare at its flrat session to 
pass such laws ae will guarantee the enforcement 
of this article. 

Perhaps the language of Young’s section is 
not more involved and cumbersome than some 
of the white legislation at the North; the pur- 
pose is Clear and commendable, at all events. I 
asked him if he thought he could get the 
vention to adopt bis section. 

“I think so. I believe that the exodus this 
summer has put a check upon any disposition 
there may have been in this Convention to 
abridge the rights of the colored people, or to 
adopt repressive or discriminating principles otf 
law. Besides, I think my personal influence is 
strong enough in the Convention to get this 
section through.”

„% How about bulldozing?” I asked. 

*Bulidozing has undoubtedly had a good 
deal to do with the desire of the colored people 
to get away from certain sections of the South. 
We never had any experience in my parish till 
last fail, but this Convention is a fair indication 
of what has been dove in that way. Out of 138 
members there are only fourteen or fifteen 
colored meu, though there is no doubt in the 
world that the black population of tuis State is 
much more numerous than the white popula- 
tion. The Democrats have over two-thirds ma- 
jority in this Convention, though the colored 
people would almost upanimousiy vote the 
Republican tiexet, if they could vote 
freely. Look at e desks of East and West 
Feliciana over there; both are occupied by white 
men aud Democrats, though there are ten ne- 
groes to one White man in those parishes. One 
little spurt of bulldozing im my parish started 
we negroes, and a renewal of it will make them 
leave by the hundreds; the wonder to me is that 
the negroes in suca parishes as East and West 
Feliciana do not emigrate en masse. 

Young talked in a low tone of voice as though 
he desired to avoid getting into a con- 
troversy with the . white Democrats 
who were listlessly sitting around prior 
to the opening of the Convention; never- 
theless be spoke with eonsiderable independ- 
ence, and if there are enough of his kidney 
among the blacks, they will yet make a stud- 
born fight for existence in the South, but migrate 
if they fail to secure decent recognition for 
their political rights and for their human aspira- 
tion for an improved condition. J. B. R.
